MSB  Liquid  Nitrogen 
Report

The  Liquid  Nitrogen  Facility  provides 
liquid  nitrogen  by  the  litre  and  liquid 
nitrogen  storage  facilities.  It  is  one  of 
the  many  functions  controlled  by  the 
Materials  Distribution  Centre  (MDC). 
The  facility  was  the  responsibility  of  the 
Department  of  Anatomy  (Histology) 
until  1984  when,  due  to  budget 
restraints,  the  service  was  assumed  by 
MDC.  MDC  entered  on  a  program 
based  on  cost-recovery  with  any  excess 
revenue  to  be  used  for  expansion/ 
improvements  in  the  future. 

In  the  3  years  to  follow,  MDC  not  only 
expanded  but  has  worked  very  hard  at 
providing  an  efficient  service  at  minimal 
cost  to  the  users.  Cost  to  the  researchers 
has  always  been  a  primary  issue  at 
MDC.  The  cost  of  storage  space  has 
remained  at  $5.00  per  box  since  1984. 
This  might  appear  to  be  a  small  victory 
but  when  one  considers  the  economic 
conditions  of  the  eighties  where 
inflation  has  become  second  nature,  it  is 
a  tribute  to  MDC  management.  In 


October,  1986  and  Spring  of  1987  MDC 
acquired  a  used  single  freezer  and  a  new 
twin  freezer.  The  reasons  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  new  freezers  were 
numerous.  Simply  stated,  the  old  freezer 
had  seen  better  days.  Over  the  past  16 
years  it  had  become  clogged  with 
deteriorated  boxes,  as  well  as  many 
miscellaneous  items  that  had 
accidentally  fallen  into  the  liquid 
nitrogen.  Although  tranferring  the 
boxes  from  the  old  to  the  new  freezer 
was  a  major  task,  with  assistance  from 
all  our  users  it  was  completed  without 
any  major  problems. 

The  effect  of  the  new  freezers  on  the 
service  provided  was  three-fold.  First, 
the  evaporation  rate  of  LN2  in  the  new 
freezers  is  approximately  10  litres  a  day 
compared  to  20  litres  per  day  in  the  old 
freezer.  Second,  in  the  twin  freezer  the 
inventory  control  system  is  composed 
of  self-contained  units  which  utilizes 
metal  boxes.  This  system  of  self¬ 
containment  protects  the  samples  from 


being  dislodged.  The  metal  boxes  are 
durable  shells  that  will  not  deteriorate 
and  add  to  the  cost  for  the  user.  Third, 
the  number  of  spaces  available  to  the 
users  has  increased  from  133  (old 
freezer)  to  210.  This  additional  space 
certainly  helps  to  meet  the  excess 
demand  for  storage  space. 

The  Liquid  Nitrogen  Facility  (Room 
1217  MSB)  is  just  another  example  of 
how  MDC  has  progressed.  The  good 
news  to  our  users  however,  is  that  we 
have  only  just  begun.  We  are  constantly 
looking  for  new  ways  to  increase  as  well 
as  improve  our  present  services  to  our 
customers.  If  any  information  is 
required  pertaining  to  services 
provided,  storage  space  or  retrieval  of 
samples,  please  do  not  hesitate  to 
contact  Dominic  in  the  Buying  Office  at 
Local  5335.

Compu-Mom  -  that’s  the  name  the 
Central  Services’  Staff  have  bestowed 
on  the  Systems  Coordinator.  Words  like 
“practise  your  program”,  “don’t  forget 
to  ‘Do’  ”  and  “you  have  to  have 
patience”  ring  in  their  ears  at  night. 

Phase  II  of  the  computerisation  of 
Central  Services  is  approaching 
completion.  Phase  I  involved 
automating  the  MSB  and  Best 
stockrooms  and  their  inventories.  Phase 
II  has  seen  the  computerisation  of  the 
“direct  purchase”  (or  the  non-stock) 
orders.  A  “Bill  at  Point  of  Order” 
system  has  been  implemented  which  is 
designed  to  provide  the  customer  with 
greater  account  accuracy.  The  new 
ordering  system  also  facilitates  queries  - 
by  the  buyers  -  into  particular  orders, 
accounts,  items,  vendors,  etc.  Phase  II 
has  already  experienced  several 
enhancements  and  more  are  planned  for 
the  Fall. 

Also  planned  for  the  Fall  is  the 
implementation  of  Phase  III  -  the 
computerisation  of  Office  Services 
Billings.  This  means  that  the  billing 
system  for  the  Mailroom,  the 
Photocopy  Centres,  Copy  Cat 
Duplicating  and  my  favourite  Office 
Service  -  TPS  -  will  soon  be  automated. 

Also  scheduled  for  the  Fall  is  a  facelift 
for  the  customer’s  monthly  statement  of 
charges.  It  will  soon  appear  on  more 
convenient  8V2  x  11"  pages  and  will 
display  information  in  a  more  readable 
manner. 

The  computerisation  of  Central  Services 
means  increased  efficiency  for  customer 
billing  and  more  effective  inventory  and 
order  control  (and  more  work  for 
compu-Mom!). 

Note:  Penny  Hay-Roe  is  on  a  one  year 
assignment  as  Systems  Coordinator  to 
bring  our  new  computer  system  on  line.
